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INTRODUCTION 


Since the discovery of nuclear weapons Gandhi’s life 
and teachings have been increasingly attracting the attention 
of scholars from all over the world. The need for a classified 
bibliography of Gandhian literature was, therefore, keenly felt 
by all those seriously interested in the study and understand¬ 
ing of Gandhi. 

The scope of the present bibliography has been pur¬ 
posely limited to books and parts of books by and on Gandhi 
published in English with one exception—the articles published 
in the Gandhi Marg, 1957-1905—which is the only journal of 
Gandhian thought known to exist—have also been included. 
The best thing, of course, would have been to include every¬ 
thing published so far on Gandhi, but that was just not practi¬ 
cable in view of the time-limit set and the means available. 
No claim is made for exhaustiveness, though no elTorl was 
spared to include everything coming within the scope defined. 

There are 3485 entries classified and arranged more or 
less strictly according to Colon Classifications of Dr. S. R. 
Ranganathan, again arranged alphabetically within each sub¬ 
ject. Each entry is given a serial number. The analytical table 
of contents and the separate author and title indices refer to 
these numbers. 

Each entry includes, author, title, place of publication, 
publisher, year of publication, pagination and a note, when 
necessary, indicating the chapter or pages relevant to the 
subject and the other information likely to be sought by the 
scholar. 

All entries in the classified part have been included only 
after careful physical checking. 
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INTRODUCTION 


All the books by Gandhi have, for the convenience of the 
scholar, been listed in the beginning and arranged alphabeti¬ 
cally according to titles. Perhaps a word of explanation is 
needed about these books. Throughout his long public life 
Gandhi edited three Weeklies one after another—the Indian 
Opinion, (1903-1914), the Young India (1919-1932), and the 
Matijau (1933-I94h) and almost everything he wrote during 
this period was first published in the columns of one these 
Weeklies including even his Autobiography : The Story of Mv 
Experiments u'ith Truth. His writings, in fact, were compiled 
by many a compiler and brought out in his life-time and still 
continue to be compiled and published in book form. Research 
scholars are therefore cautioned against assuming that all the 
books included in this Bibliography under his name were 
originally written by him as books.
